About the Performers ‘ 


Bethany Bergman, the youngest of 5 violinist siblings, began her studies at the age of 6 with her sister on 
Long Island, New York. She attended Indiana University on scholarship, completing a Bachelor’s degree 
with a double major in Violin Performance and English Literature. After finishing studies with Franco 
Gulli and Nelli Shkolnikova, she studied in Germany, first at the Hochschule in Munich with Gottfried 
Schneider, where she was the recipient of a stipend from the Orchester Akademie Munich. She then won 
a position as “Praktikant” with the Radio Symphony in Berlin, studied further with Eberhard Feltz at the 
Hans Eisler Akademie in Berlin, and played extensively with the Radio Symphony, the Gewandhaus 
Orchestra Leipzig, and many well known ensembles throughout Europe. She left Germany to study with 
Lorand Fenyves at the Royal Conservatory of Music, completed an Artist Diploma, and has been a 
member of the Canadian Opera Company Orchestra since 1998. She is an active chamber music and 
freelance musician in Toronto and the U.S. 


Saskatoon-born violinist, Kerry DuWors graduated with a B.Mus. in Performance and a Minor in 
Anthropology from the University of Victoria in 2001 where she studied with Ann Elliott-Goldschmid of 
the Lafayette String Quartet. She is currently studying with Lorand Fenyves in her final year of a Mus. M. 
Performance degree at the University of Toronto under the prestigious Eaton Graduate Fellowship and Yo- 
Yo Ma Fellowship for Strings. She was recently awarded the 2001-2002 Felix Galimir Chamber Music 
Excellence Award for her dedication and numerous performances at U of T. This past summer, Kerry 
attended Charles Castleman’s Quartet Program in Pennsylvania where she performed Beethoven’s String 
Quartet Op. 131 in c# minor, Beethoven’s “Kreutzer” Sonata for Piano and Violin, Op. 47, Dvorak’s String 
Quintet in E-flat major, Op. 97, and Ysa¥e’s Solo Sonata No. 3 “Ballade”. She would like to acknowledge 
the generous support of the Saskatchewan Arts Board and the Canada Council for the Arts. 





Pianist Regina Fidelgolz has performed Schumann Concerto and the third Beethoven Concerto with the 
Tel Aviv Conservatory Symphonic Orchestra, and she has presented solo performances at Jordan Hall in 
Boston, at the Tel Hai Music Festival in Israel, Strasbourg Conservatory Hall in France, and Gorky 
Conservatory Hall in Russia. A native of Russia, Regina emigrated to Israel in 1992 and the same year 
won the prestigious Keren Sharet competition. As a result she was one of 15 pianists invited to participate 
in the Klermont Competition in Tel Aviv. In 1996, Ms. Fidelgolz was a finalist in the Sinegalia 
International Piano Competition in Italy. To further her studies, Ms. Fidelgolz came to the U.S. in 1997 as 
a full scholarship student at New England Conservatory in Boston where she completed an undergraduate 
degree in piano performance in the studio of Wha Kyung Byun. Previously, Regina Fidelgolz studied with 
Victor Derevianko and she has performed in masterclasses for Vladimir Bashkirov, Oksana Yablonskaja, 
David Buchner, and Russell Sherman. Currently, Regina is working on her graduate degree at the 
University of Toronto in the studio of Marietta Orlov. 


Mariusz Jagoda, violinist, studies at the Zenon Brzewski School of Music in Warsaw and at the Chopin 
Music Academy in Warsaw from which hegraduated in 2001 with a Bachelor of Music degree. He is 
currently enrolled at the Masters of Music program at the University of Toronto and his principal 
instructors have been Konstanty Kulka , Scott St. John , and Lorand Fenyves. His professional playing has 
included the Lyric Theatre Orchestra (New York), New England Symphony Orchestra (Carnegie Hall ), 
Chopin Music Academy Symphony Orchestra and the Slavic Arts Ensemble in New York.
